Some transfers from 
those attending other schools, out of 
the State, will hare to be made, of 
course, but lots of new pupils will 
swell the ranks. No one knows how 
many deaf are in any given locality 
till he starts a school there ; the num 
ber of never-bef ore-heard-of deaf-mutes 
that turn up is truly surprising. Let 
the New Jersey school be small and 
modest at first It will show what can 
be done ; it will be the "entering wedge" 
that Governor McClellan don't sec how 
iaj r • i- err., and then, see 

if it don't grow! 

The idea and plan all along has 
been too elaborate for success. Why 
have they, year after year, tried to get 
a two-hundred-thousand-dollar appro 
priation to begin a mammoth building 
at once T No one can blame the aver- 
age legislator, if, in the absence of 
any visible nucleus at an institution, 
he declines to vote away thousands to 
carry out ideas on paper. All the 
schools for the deaf, throughout the 
country, all the stately edifices they 
romnssn. all their present benefits, 
had their origin in small beginnings. 
Every stable enterprise commences 
thai way, and its growth is in propor- 
tion to its success and use. Let no 
one suppose New Jersey is an excep-

Thoy aro instructed in the 
flow of tho tides, and the course of 
the ocean currents, and the philoso 
phy of winds and storms; but they 
have no correct co ncep t ion of the rale 

five effect! upon their health of breath 
ing pure or impure air, nor has their 
attention ever been called to tfaii im 

Dortance of keeping their bodiefl clean 

and healthy by regular bathing. Tho 
criminality of such neglect in teaching 
nes apparent when we consider 
that the masses, ignorant ly violating 
the laws of health, bring upon (hem 
selves sickness, Buffering and death, 
that might otherwise be avoided. In 
this condition of things we welcome 
into being any work that is calculated 
to impart to Uie masses a knowledge 
of the structure of their oAvn bodies, 
•the laws of health, ami the importance

New Youk, Juno 28, 1878. 
Wednesday, the litith of June, wit 
1 the successful close of another 
academic year at the Now York Insti- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb. And 
now the busy brains and bodies of 
those who labored to make it a success 
are dispersed to their homes, resting 
from their labors. 

The morning of the eventful day- 
dawned cool and fair. Tho High Class 
boys set tho ball rolling early in the 
morning by taking thoir boat, the 
"Evangeline," from the briny bosom of 
tho Hudson, and fetching her up tho 
bluff to the institution where Bhe was 
stowod, out of harm's way. Then tho 
boys refreshed themselves by a hath in 
the river. 

At nine o'clock all were assembled 
in the chapel, where tho arrangements 
were mado for tho afternoon exercises, 
and the names of those who wero to 
graduate, to be re appointed, or to re- 
diplomas, wero announced to tho 
pupils. At 11 the pupils dined. 

About noon tho guests began to 
drop in, and, an hour later, when the 
special train from down town arrived, 
it added hundreds of guests to other 
hundreds who had already come. They 
first partook of a tasteful lunch spread 
for them in the large dining room, then 
went into the chapel. 

Before the exercises began the chap- 
el was overflowing, and many had to 
stay in the reception room, as they 
could not possibly get in. We have 
not, had such a crowd for many years, 
and I should judge there were about 
800 present 

The decoration of the chapel was 
very line. It was done by members 
of tho graduating class, under the di- 
rection of Mr. Richard Welch, one of 
their number. On the wall above the 
platform were the words, in guilt let 
teriug : 

"The ears of the deaf shall be open 
ed, and the tongue of the dumb shall 
sing." 

The exercises were opened by pray 
or. Then Dr. Peel made some remarks, 
and next the exhibition of the pupils 
began. 

First the graduating members of the 
High Class wrote addresses of welcome 
to the audience, on the large slates. 
When read they were much applauded 
While they were writing. Miss Ella 
Dillingham recited a part of Longfel- 
low's "Evangeline,'' in signs, with her 
usuid grace. 

Next, the fust part of the instruction 
of the deaf and dumb was illustrated 
by six little boys of Mr. Van Tassels 
class, none of whom had been at the 
institution more than one term, and 
many only a few months. They did 
very well. Among them was a little 
boy who had been at the institution 
only a week, and had been under in 
instruction only three d-iys. When 
the examination took place he knew 
simply nothing at all, but since then 
he has learned the names of twelve 
different objects, and can easily distin- 
guish them by their written names. 

The next thing was the exhibition 
of Caton and Clinton, the deaf, dumb 
and blind boyB, and MeComriek, the 
armless boy ; but, as I have already 
described the methods by which they 
were taught (here is no need for far 
tlur particularizing. 

N,\t. Miss Caddie Felver, oue of Mr. 
Currier's pupils, recited t'iiui c.xv. I'u v 
an Is Psalm of Life, with a clear and 
distinct pronunciation and correct into 
nation. 

Here General McClelland, the Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, took the platform 
and addressed the audience. He was 
very much pleased with what he saw, 
and spoke encouraging words to the 
pupils. What gave him especial pleas 
ure was the lino progress shown by 
some members of the graduating class 
who were from his State. Being gov- 
ernor, it was natural for him to take a 
fatherly interest in them, andheshook 
hands heartily with Mr. Cottinan. who 
is one of tliein. 

Six selected members of the High

Editor Advance: — By an Invitation 
from Master Leonard W Hodgman, 
son of ourworthy Mayor, Jesse H.xlg 
man. Esq., I nailed at the father's n 
dence, this morning, to witness his t 
animation in the several branches of 
knowledge which he has been pursue 
ing tho past year under the instrue 
tion of a private teacher. 

Perhaps many of your readers are 
aware that Master Hodgman is entire- 
ly deaf. I was informed by his pa- 
rents that he lost his hearing at nine 
months of ago, in consequence of an 
attack of spotted f . 

Somo four or five years ago Mr. J. 
Hodgman sent his son to Faribault to 
our State Deaf and Dumb Institution, 
where, if I remember rightly, he remain 
ed three years, receiving all the ordi- 
nary advantages of that institution, 
suited to a lod of his age ; and during 
which time he made very eomnienda 
hie progress, for one so young, in the 
course there pursued. 

Some two years ago, his parents, 
having become convinced that tie 
was abetter way to educate mute child 
roll than the ordinary one of the sign 
language, determined to employ a pri 
vate tajer for their only child, and 
make the attempt to teach bimtoar 

tieulato words orally ; and thus to 
cure the use of his organs of speech 
the means of conveying his thoughts 
and ideas to others, instead of by ST 

bitrary symbols. 

The examination of this morning i 
hibits how well the expectations of 
Mr. Hodgman have been realized in 
the experiment of teaching a dumb 
child to speak. What has bean accom- 
plished, as I understand it is the re 
suit of but two years' instruction. 

I will try and give some idea of tho 
scope and extent of the examination; 
and some faint idea of the method 
pursued by his teacher in conveying 
instruction to one whose sense oil., 
ing is forever paralyzed. Miss Jones, 
his teacher, first drew on the bla. 
board the human head, showing by a 
cross section the various organs* of 
speech, such as the lips, teeth, tongue, 
larynx, vocal-chords, fee, She explain 
ed how she proceeded to illustrate to 
the pupil by signs the position of the 
organs, in order to the correct enuncia 
tion of the oral elements, as n pre 
■anted by written aharactemi and 
then by passing the breath over the 
organs, while placed in the proper po 
sition, securing

quired to insure accuracy, it is v. 
difficult to give any adequate idea of 
it to others. 

The examination embraced spelling 
by sound and by letter ; reading 
lections from the leader; the BOlu 
tion of problems in arithmetic, both 
mental and written : geography : physi 
ology, and natural philosophy. In 
reading, it is not pretended th 
tor Hodgman can pronounce words as 
distinctly as the average child of his 
age in our schools ; but with a suffi 
cient clearness to be understood by the 
attentive listener.

keep* r knows what a 
nuisance flies are in summer. Two 
weapons are powerful against them 

i -leaiiliness and darkness. There 
fore the dining-room should be kept 
dark between meals, and care should 
be taken to sweep every crumb from 
table and floor. But it will not do 
simply to shut up the room, shutting 
up the flies in it. Close every window 
and door but one, and through that 
drive the flies out This is not so 
hard as it may seem on paper, and 
practice makes perfect here as in all 
else. We have known a housekeeper 
who was so expert that she had only 
to wave bet broom and the flies duti 
fully swarmed out as they saw the 
standard raised in air. Fly nets for 
the windows are comfortable append 
ages for living and sleeping rooms. 
Bought ready-made they are some 
what expensive; made at home they 
cost only a trifle. Have the carpen 
ter — or if some one in the family 
knows how to handle tools, let him- - 
make a frame of inch wide lath, fitting 
the window frame. On this stretch 
lito netting — dark green is best 

and fasten with tacks to the laths. 
The same netting over a frame of 
reeds, or osiers, or wires from an old 
hoop skirt, make serviceable cake ami 
butter covers. Bead one hoop into a 
round of the si/e wanted, then on this 
two semi circular hoops, cross- 
ing each other at right angles, in the 
center above the hoop. This forms 
the frame, which, if of wire, should be 
wr app e d with worsted ; on this the 
netting is sewed, and a button on top 
serves as a handle. 

Boon l't ddino. — One pint of milk ; 
two eggs, well beaten ; a very little 
salt ; one-fourth teaspoonful of soda ; 
one-half teaspoonful cream tartar ; 
slowly add flour enough to muke a 
thick batter ; at the last add one pint 
of any kind of berries, with flour well 
sprinkled ; boil one hour in a well but- 
tered mould, or, if you have no mould, 
a floured cloth will do ; after the pod 
ding has boiled hard for one hour, re 
,t from the pot and dip it quickly 
into cold water, and as quickly turn it 
out ; this will prevent sticking. Serve 
at once, for it soon becomes heavy. 

DfBM Mosses. — Our lady friends 
frequently desire to give a lively green 
color to (tried moss or grass. A chem" 
ist gives the following cheap recipe for 
dyeing a beautiful green. For a dark 
green, take about half a pint of boil- 
ing woter, into which put an ounce of 
alum and half an ounce of indigo-Car- 
mine Dip the gross or moss into this 
mixture, shake off the liquid, and dry 
in an airy, shady place, or by the fire 
in winter. For a lighter green odd to 
the above preparation more or less 
picric acid. 

Black Ants. — At this time of year 
small block ants are troublesome in 
some localities. They invade the pan- 
try, cupboard, and refrigerator, wher- 
ever there is sugar, preserve*, or sweet- 
meats of any kind. These pests may 
be kept off by placing sage or tanzy 
leaves on the shelves of the pantry or 
other places where sweets are kef»t. 
A dish containing sweetmeats, sugar, 
etc.. set in a plate of water is also o
